In his speech at Clinton last week, in re- 
ply to a note handed him asking his vie ws 
in regard to negro testimony, Gov. LESLIE 
said at he had been in favor of the 
proposttion for several years; that he had 
not discussed it in his speeches from the 
fact that there was no issue between him 
and his opponent on the proposition. In 
the opening discussion at Frankfort, Gen. 
HARLAR had attacked him on the question, 
and he then and there declared himself in 
favor of it. He had practiced-law under 
the rule in Tennessee for several years, and 
found that it worked wisely and well. He 
considered it a measure for the protection 
of white men, and thought the objections 
to it unfounded. If there were those who 
would vote against him because he favored 
the proposition, he couldn't help it, but he 
wouldn't dodge any proposition.“ 


Several noteworthy rulings, bearing di- 
rectly upon questions of importance, were 
made during the past week by Hon. R. W. 
Bow1LinG, special judge of the Bowling 
Green Circuit Court. There is a statute, 


which was passed by the Legislature a 


year ago last winter, making it a misde- 


meanor punishable by fine to sell liquor to 
a mulatto or negro on the Sabbath day. 


Under this law a white man, Joun H. Ew. 
ING, was indicted. As his attorney, W. 
L. DuLaney, Esq., demurred to the in- 
dictment, on the ground that it conflicted 
with the Fourteenth amendment and the 
laws of Congress made pursuant thereto. 
Judge Bowl sustained the demurrer on 
argument, and the Commonwealth's attor- 
ney, C. W. MILLIKEN, appealed. Subse- 
quently, upon an indictment against W. 
II. Lucas, a white man, for assaulting a 
negro, Judge B. sustained the right of the 
negro to testify, and Lucas was convicted. 
These matters will be taken to the Court of 
Appeals, and the decision will be looked 
for with interest.

Mr. Needham’s Free List. 
For ways that are dark and tricks that 
are mean commend us to the tariff tinker- 
ers of our National Con Last sum- 


mer they set themselves to work to reduce 


taxation. Free traders and revenue re- 
formers had made the existing tariff un- 
popular And this they did by simply 
making the public acquainted with its real 
character. They demonstrated that we 
were paying a certain class of taxes at the 
rate of hundreds of millions a year, not 
one penny of which ever found its way 
into the Treasury. The effect of these dis. 
closures was to arouse the public mind, 
and make the cry for reform so loud and 
pressing that Congress felt bound to take 
it into consideration. So that body went 
to work to revise the tariff. The business 
was turned over to the Ways and Means 
Committee, whereof General ScHENCK, an 
extreme protectionist, was chairman. 
In due time this committee completed its 
labors and reported the same to Congress 
in the shape of a bill, some fifty printed 
pages long, st misnamed an act to 
revise and amend the tariff laws of the 
United States. The bill encountered 
formidable opposition, but it was finally 
passed in substantially the same shape as 
originally reported. Since January, 1871, 
it has been the law of the land. But it was 
not such a law as the revenue reform party 
asked for. In fact, it was no reform at all; 
it left matters worse than it found them 
While yet pending it was denounced by 
those who had asked for a revision of the 
tariff as a swindle and a cheat, and they 
have not ceased thus to denounce it ever 
since. Nor was, or is, this view of the 
matter confined to politicians and journals 
of the Democratic party; the most 
effective assaults upon the new tariff, and 
the most persistent and elaborate exposures 
of its ‘‘ wickedness,” have proceeded from 
men and journals attached to the Republic- 
an party, chief and foremost among whom 
should be mentioned the name of Davin A. 
WELLS. 

The ostensible object of this law was to 
reduce taxation; its real object was, and its 
demonstrable effect has been, to legislate 
money into the pockets of a rich and pow- 
erful few. It can be proved, it has been 
proved by figures that cannot be success- 
fully refuted, that this law, which on one 
side seems to relieve us of some $23,000,000 
of taxes, when looked at properly, actually 
makes the burden of ‘taxation higher than 
it was under the law which it replaces. 
In plainer words, the law is a swindling 
contrivance, a striking illustration of the 
skill and proficiency in evil-doing of those 
who shape the fiscal legislation of the 
United States. It is nothing more nor less 
than a piece of special legislation of the 
most odious and monstrous character; an 
example of tariff manipulation which, 
while pretending to reduce taxes in the in- 
terests of the many, really reduces them in 
the interests of the few, thereby legalizing 
robbery and making the Government a 
partner, not in the profits, but inthe crime 
of a multitude of nefarious swindles. -The 
act reduces revenue duties which, for the 
present at least, ought to remain un- 
changed; it increases duties which 
ought to be wholly abolished; it 
adds to the list of dutiable goods 
articles which should have been left free; 
it places upon the free list a long catalogue 
of articles which, though properly be- 
longing there, are placed there under cir- 
cumstances which prevent the change 
from being of the slightest benefit to the 
people, and make it of the greatest ad- 
vantage to an interested few. 

Now, there are men who describe this 
particular piece of legislation as a great 
measure of revenue reform. Among such 
we are sorry to number our esteemed fel- 
low-townsman, Mr. Epear Nexpuam. In 
enumerating the wise and virtuous acts 
performed by his party, that gentleman ac- 
tually cites this as one of the things for 
which it is entitled to credit. Espe- 
cially does he . glorify that part 
of the law which is known as the 
“free list,” but which is, in fact, 
an ingenious and elaborate contrivance not 
in the interest of the treasury or of the 
tax-payer, but almost entirely in the inter- 
ests Of a few insatiable monopolists. As 
neither Mr. NEEDHAM nor ourselves have 
yet given this famous list to the public, we 
will now supply that deficiency and leave 
the public to judge to what extent it is re- 
lieved by it from taxation:

the consumer is not bene- 
died by the abolition of the duty. The 
article comes to the consumer not in a raw 
but in a manufactured state. Now upon 
the manufactured product the duty has 
either been increased or remains the same. 
Hence we pay just as dear for our quinine, 
for our varnish which is made from the 
gums set down as free in the above list, 
and also for all manufactured India-rubber 
goods.. Of course it was all right enough 
to exenipt the foregoing articles from tax- 
ation, but it was.not right to leave the tax 
the same upon the manufactured product. 
And here is where the fraud comesin. We 
have surrendered two millions of revenue 
without accompl any reduction of 
taxation worth Nay, more; we 
have actually increased our taxes by the 


amount of duties remitted, for the revenue 


herein surrendered necessitates the reten- 
tion of other duties which might otherwise 
have been spared. But the fraud becomes 
stili more glaring when it is considered that 
the bulk of this $2,000,000 has been legis- 
lated into the pockets of a few rich manu- 
facturers. We pay more for quinine now 
than we did fifteen months ago, notwith- 
standing the barks of which it is made are 
now free. Thus we have handed over to 
the makers of quinine something like 
$80,000 in gold; to varnish makers we 
have given about $60,000 more than they 
were receiving before under a tariff which 
taxes foreign varnish 40} to 564 per cent.; 


and so on through the whole chapter. 


These are matters which speak for them- 
selves; comment is unnecessary. We call 
the free list a monopolist’s trick, and we 
marvel at Mr. Neepsam for telling us that 
it is a specimen of beneficent legislation 
for which we should be devoutly thankful. 

Mr. Nweepuam also says that a large 
number of the articles on this same list 
were specifically recommended to be placed 
there by Hon. D. A. Wetas, in his ca- 
pacity as special commissioner. Quite 
true. But let us add, in behalf of Mr. 
WELLs, what Mr. NEED HAM has forgotten 
to do, a remark which is also true and far 
more to the purpose, that Mr. WELLS also 
recommended a corresponding reduction in 
the duties upon manufactured articles 
which are made from these free goods, 
well knowing that in no other way could 
the benefit be extended to the consumer, 
but that the tariff-robbers who devised the 
law, while Mr. WELLs only planned it as 
it should be, rejected such of his recom- 
mendations as meant reform, and adopted 
only those which could be made to serve 
tlleir interests. Really it is wicked in Mr. 
NEEDHAM to convey the impression that 
Mr. Weis had a hand in so rascally a 
piece of business. What Mr. NgeepHam 
should have said is this: Had Mr. WELLS 
plans been honestly and systematically car- 
ried out, the Republican party would have 
accomplished a real reform, and the coun- 
try to-day, instead of groaning and fretting 
under a tariff which oppresses and vexes 
commerce and industry like an instrument 
of tortare, would be enjoying the myriad 
benefits of diminished taxation, and would 
once more behold itself moving along at a 
rapid rate towards the recovery of its 
former supremacy in every line of material 
presperity and greatness. 

The Colored People 

We have received the programme and 
premium list of the first annual exhibition 
of the Shelby County Colored Agricultu- 
ral and Mechanical Association. The offi- 
cers of the Association are: HENRY 
Mares, President; James Fr, Vice- 
President; E. P. Marrs, Secretary, and 
Wa. H. Resski L, Assistant Secretary. 
The Board of Directors consist of 
Tuomas Battarp, Aus JEFFERSON, 
Henry Bivens, Henry Hvewes and 
BaRTiett Tayior. The exhibition will 
be held at Shelbyville, commencing Sep- 
tember 11th and continuing five days. The 
list of rings is as complete as those of most 
of our county fairs, and the premiums are 
better than wasto be expected of a first 
attempt. Altogether the affair is quite 
creditable to the colored people 
of Shelby, and they deserve to 
be encouraged in it. If prop- 
erly managed, and the admirable 
rules in regard to order and sobriety 
strictly enforced, we have no doubt it will 
prove a valuable aid in stimulating the race 
to the exercise of greater industry and the 
acquirement of greater skill in agricultural 
and mechanical pursuits. If it does this it 
will do a good work. Skilled: labor is al- 
ways in demand, 4nd it is much wiser for 
the colored people to be devoting them- 
selyes to their own improvement in this 
respect than to be wasting their time in 
leagues and parades and political meetings. 
When they succeed in reaching the 
point at which they can fairly 
compete with intelligent white farm- 
ers and mechanics, they will find them 
selves much better qualified for the exer- 
cise of the grave duties of the position 
into which they have been unwisely thrust 
without regard to their fitness for its re- 
sponsibilities. They will also find, then, 
that the rights which have been given 
them will be acknowledged with less re- 
luctance, We have a slight hepe, too, 
that, by rendering attractive those pursuits 
which are peculiar to rural life, these fairs 
may countefact, to some extent, the almost 
universal tendency of the negroes to 
crowd into the cities and towns, 
overstock the labor market and become 
idle and thriftless vagabonds, such as may 
be seen loafing around our streets and al- 
leys, or hiding in filthy dens in the negro 
quarters of the city. If, however, these 


70 | colored agricultural associations only suc- 


ceed in making their exhibitions a seasen 
of festivity—a new  holiday—a time for 
fun and frolic—without any sober and 
earnest and practical result, the habits and 
condition of their race will- not be 
improved, and the only effect produced 
will be the addition of another to the list 
of holidays, affording another excuse for a 
week’s idleness. In the hope that we may 
help the projectors of these enterprises to 
accomplish the good work which they 
doubtless intend, and prevent their exhibi- 
tions from degenerating into mere occa- 
sions of idle frolic by giving them a prac- 
tical direction, let us by all means encour- 
age them in their efforts.

Mr. Johnson still advocates that 6 gr 
scheme for discharging the public debt by 
ing the interest until it amounts to the princ 1 
and then repudiating the principal, which 
* recommended in one of his messages to 
Congtess. The argument he makes in defense 
of his scheme is briefly as follows (I do not 
quote his exact words): The Government is 
now worked like a great plantation for the 
benctit of the bond-holders. After the crops 
are sold and the hands paid i off 
the bond-holders take all left. 
Or it resembles a great mill; the miller pays 
himself and his workmen out of the tolls, 
and hands over all the rest to the bondholders. 
The pubic & debt is $2,500,000,000, and the in- 
terest is $150 a year, which is taken 
from the productive industry of the country 
and given to the unpreduetive capital. The 
bonds are a corrosion, eating up every year 
$150,000,000 of the wealth produced by the 
labor of the nation. How much richer the 
country would be if they were 2 to pro- 
duce wealth instead ot consuming it if the 
were taken out of .the capitalists cheats an 
tu into wheat fields, factories, buildings, 
mines and railroads. My plan is to make the 
bondholders take the $150,000,000, not as in- 
terest bui as an annuity, in part payment of 
the principal. they would be obliged 
to invest It in productive enterprises, de 
veloping and enriching the

It was purposed to develop the inexhaust- 
ible mineral resources of Estill and adjoining

million and a half dollars. Messrs. Geo. S. Moore 
& Co., of this city, were made the agents of the 
works, through whom all the payments have been 
made and to whom all the shipments are con- 
signed. The shipments to them since the ist of 
January last have approached very nearly 
$400,000 worth of pig iron, and they have paid 
out for the company an average of $380,000 a 
month. Nearly all the supplies were drawn from 
this city. 

This company has had nothing to do with the 
recent disturbances in the vicinity of their works 
more than is incident to the magnitude of their 
operations. At one time the company employed 
over a thousand workmen,and, being pressed for 
labor, made but little question as to the charac- 
ter of those who applied for work. The situation 
being distant from railroad or telegraphic com- 
munication with the outside world, imbedded in 
hills and surrounded by dense forests, was pecu- 
Marly adapted as a place of refuge for those who 
had laid themselves amenable to law, and there- 
fore many bad men flocked thither from all parts 
of the country. Some of the men who have 

prominently in the recent disturbances 
were natives of the immediate vicinity, end many 
more of those connected with these marauding 
bands have been at one time or another in the em- 
ploy of the company; but the large majority of the 
employes of the works were honest men of fam- 
ily, who have been in nowise identified witn 
these outrages or have countenanced them eith- 
er by assistance or by sympathy, and that Class 
includes men of both political parties. 

The company, in their employment of laborers, 
never made any distinction of politics, religion 
or color. In all their eonnection with their em- 
ployes they have never used their infleence to 
govern the votes of those under them, except in 
the charter election, in which only the preserva- 
tion of order and no poiitics had a share. The 
company challege any instance where 
they have ever used their power to 
wrong any man in their employ. 
ploy. Thecompany have, from time to time, as 
natural in the magnitude of their operations, 
found it necessary to discharge men in their em- 
ploy, some of whom were registered upon what 
was called the dlack list, and who should not 
be employed again under any circumstances, | 
having been guilty of serious misdemeanors. | 
These will number in all about twenty, several 
of whom have been discovered as members of 

these marauding bands. Another element of an- 
tagonism to the company has come from whisky 
venders, who have squatted upon lands whose 
title was in question, and from some reason have 
arrayed themselves against the interests of the 
works.” As sed to these, the great majority 
of the citizens and the laborers connected with 
the works have been in thorough sympathy with 
the business enterprise. * 

The average wages of the employes, including 
miners and day laborers, would reach $2 per 
diem. There has been no strike at the works at 
any time. Not more than five men have ever 
been discharged at ome time. At the time that 
mining ceased, because of these outrages, there 
were but about twenty black men employed out 
of a force of one hundred and fifty. Mr. Fitch 
did not believe that these outrages were con- 
nected with labor questions, They were com- 
mitted by a part of an organization extending 
into other counties. 

The formation of this has been 
variously ascribed to political motives, and those 
arising from the conflict between white and black 
labor. It was probably due to neither. The 
members of this organization, pervading Estill, 
Powell and Breathitt counties, are, with hardiy 
an exception, bad men—men who had in one way 
or Mother, in their present place of residence or 
before coming into the neighborhood, placed 
themselves under the ban of the law, and in 
many instances the force of the organization had 
been used to promote strictly selfish ends. The 
organization has, in these instances, leaving out 
of view outrages upon negroes, placed itself in 
direct conflict with the law of the State, taking 
the law into its own hands to further its own 
interests. Undoubtedly it had arrayed itself 
against the blacks as a race. But it 
here must be remembered that such organization 
was composed of the worst class of the com- 
munity, and that the good citizens of the county 
to a man, if not overawed by the force of the or- 
ganization, would have set their countenance 
strongly egeinst its unlawful acts. They have 
been overawed „ Owlng to the secluded 
nature of the situation and the ease with which 
escape to the mountains may be effected, owing 
to the desperate character of the members of 
these bands which makes them hesitate at noth- 
ing to accomplish their ends, the good citizens of 
these counties have been not only afraid to re- 
cord their indignant protest publicly, but have 
been intimidated by the certain consequence en- 
tailed from even giving voice to their opposition 
to the organization orthe acts of which it had 
been guilty. Men have openly boasted in Estill 
that they could hang any man in the county that 
they would point out, and the boast went with- 
out contradiction. 

Such was the substance of the conversation 
with Mr. Fitch. There can be no doubt that a 
reign of terror has existed for months in the 
vicinity of these mining operations, which has 


resulted in crippling so important an enterprise 


for developing the rich mineral resources 
of the State, which was transforming pauper 
counties into counties returning revenue, and 
which had supplied a thousand families with 
daily bread. This reign of terror has done more 
than that in making the district a by-word in the 
mouths of good men, not only in other parts of 
the State, but throughout the whole country. So 
farasthe statements published yesterday are 
concerned, there remains no reasonable doubt 
that they were untrue in effect and infer- 
ence. Weare informed by Mr. Fitch, and the 
statements are vouched for by some of the best- 
known and promiment nitrchants of this city who 
have had dealings with the company, that the 
affairs of the Red River Iron Manufacturing 
Company are controlled by a policy at once 
liberal and just. There has been, we are well 
assured, no unjust persecution of employes, and 
that neither Payne, his wife, nor any one else 
has ever receiveda dollar from that company 
for se. Bd against any body or in any case. 
We are informed that Payne's wife was given 
$10 by the company on her representations of 
poverty and destitution after her husband had 
gone to Louisville, and that is all the benefit the 
company has conferred upon her. 

In conclusion, it is to be sincerely regretted 
that the efforts of this company have been 
thwarted by the deeds of bad and irresponsible 
men, and that the respectable portion of the 
community, and perhaps through the result of 
its influence, the whole South, Kentucky inelud- 
ed, are held accountable for Sack uniawful acts

Almost a Riot of the Soldiers and Ne- 
groes at Elizabethtown. 

We learn from a private source that consider- 
able excitement exists in Elizabethtown, occa- 
sioned by a difficulty between United States sol- 
diers and negroes. The soldiers and negroes got 
into a row, when one of the negroes threw a 
rock, striking a soldier on the head and fractur- 
ing his skull. Surgeon Middleton, ofthe U. S. A., 
performed the operation of trepanning on the 
wounded soldier, and four pieces of skull that 
had been crushed in by the rock were removed. 
The soldier's name is Harwood, a member of the 
Seventh U. 8. Cavalry, and our informant says 
that he cannot possibly survive his wounds. One 
of the negroes engaged in the row was captured, 
and is at present in jail, but it is not definitely 
known whether or not he throw the rock. The 
soldiers stationed at Elizabethtown are highly 
incensed. and there is strong talk of applying 
lynch law to thenegro now confined in jail. The 
*publie-need*not be surprised to hear of an out- 
break between the soldiers and negroes, in 
which case, no doubt, many lives will be lost.
